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INTRODUCTION 


This is the final edited version of a set of tables prepared by the 
Justice Statistics Division with data received from some courts of 
criminal and superior criminal jurisdiction in Quebec, British Columbia, 


and all courts in the Yukon and Northwest Territories. 


This report covers offences committed by adults, and disposed of by 
courts during calendar year 1978, regardless of whether or not an appeal 


was launched. 


Tabular presentation is limited to three factors: offence, result 

of proceedings and most serious sentence as this report is intended only 
to provide revised figures to the 1978 preliminary report. Tables on other 
variables cited in the section on data processing may be prepared on 


special request. 


oy, DATA COLLECTION 
All data included in this report have been obtained by means of ques- 
tionnaires, for the most part completed by court clerks or court 
reporters. The reporting concepts, the types of forms and contents 


of forms vary by Province. 


One of the main program objectives over the past few years has been 
to investigate the use of provincial administrative documents as a 
data source, providing they satisfy national information requirements 


and are suitable for automated data capture. Negotiations with Quebec 
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and British Columbia have produced such documents. The Rapport du 
Greffier from Quebec (Appendix A) is used to collect information on 
individuals charged with committing a Federal Statute offence 

(either an indictable offence or an offence punishable on summary 
conviction). The Record of Proceedings form from British Columbia 
(Appendix B) is used to collect information on all Federal Statute 
offences (indictable and summary) as well as those Provincial Statute 
offences where a Legal Information was laid (i.e., ticket information 


for offences such as parking are excluded). 


In the remaining provinces and territories, where no such arrangements 
have been arrived at, courts are asked to complete and submit forms 
designed and printed by Statistics Canada. Two forms are used to keep 
respondent burden at a minimum. Form 1 (Appendix C) adheres to the 
same reporting concepts as Quebec and British Columbia forms, in that 
it collects information on individuals charged with Federal Statute 
offences, but only indictable offences and summary conviction drug 
offences. For the remaining summary conviction offences, these courts 
are asked to submit monthly aggregated figures by offence on Form 2, 
(Appendix D), rather than one form per individual offender, because of 


the high volume of summary conviction offences. 


An exception to this is the Yukon. Legal Information forms are sub- 
mitted to Statistics Canada on a regular basis and transcribed onto 


Statistics Canada forms to facilitate data processing. 
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ii. 


COVERAGE 

As previously stated, Statistics Canada was to have received reports 
from all courts of criminal and/or superior criminal jurisdiction in 
Canada for cases completed during 1978. The reliability of the data 
depends upon the co-operation of the courts in accurately completing 
and returning forms to Statistics Canada for all charges disposed of 


during the year. 


A substantial number of courts in Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Ontario, Manitoba and Saskatchewan did not participate 
and of those who did, not all submitted reports for all cases com- 
pleted. Consequently data for these provinces have been omitted from 


this publication. 


Alberta and Prince Edward Island did not participate in the program. 
While data for Quebec and British Columbia are incomplete, in as much 


as data for Montreal, St Jérdme and Vancouver were not obtained; 


data for these provinces are being released, as reports from responding 


courts were deemed to be accurate and complete. The administrative 
procedures for the sessions and superior courts in Montreal and St. 
Jéréme and for the provincial court in Vancouver have been 
computerized and the administrative forms previously mentioned are no 
longer used in these locations. The forms used to feed these 
computerized systems are not compatible with the Statistics Canada 


data processing system. The annual report of the Quebec Department 
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of Justice indicates that the Sessions of the Peace court in 
Montreal handled approximately 21.3% of all the Sessions of the 
Peace court cases while St Jér6me handled 6.1% of the total. No 
figures were available for the Superior court in Montreal. The 
Superior court in St. Jéréme handled 32.6% of all the Quebec Superior 
Court cases. The British Columbia annual report indicates that the 
Vancouver Provincial court heard 13.8% of all Provincial Court cases 


in thats erovince. 


iii. DATA PROCESSING 
Data are transferred directly from the Forms onto magnetic tape by key 
edit operators. Two distinct processing systems are then used for 


verifying the accuracy of the data received. 


The first and most complex system was designed to accept a multitude 

of form types, (e.g., the Quebec and British Columbia forms and the 
Statistics Canada form 1) that contain detailed information on offen- 
ders. This system generates one record per individual for each offence 
committed by that individual. One record could contain more than one 
charge of an offence provided that all charges were disposed of in an 
identical manner by the court. If several offences are committed by 
the same person then the separate records are linked by means of in- 
dentifying numbers so that a rudimentary count of persons may be 


obtained if requested. The basic unit of count, however, is charges. 
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Several programs are then run to standardize the variable values re- 
ported on the forms, move common information between and within 


records and verify or assign codes automatically from written 


narrative descriptions. 


The tables which are presented in this report are produced after the 
editing phase of data processing. In this phase the information on 
the records and ultimately the original forms is checked for consis-— 
tency. Both an intra-record correlation edit of offence, sentence 
and disposition fields and an inter-record correlation (where an 
accused was charged with more than one offence) are carried out to 


ensure the data are as accurate and consistent as possible. 


This editing program has caused some fluctuations between the preli- 
minary figures released in August 1979 and the edited figures contained 
in this publication. The relative frequency of almost all offence 
categories has changed from the preliminary release to these edited 


figures. 


Some of the differences may be attributed to the edit and correction

cycle. This program has redistributed the offence counts found under 
stated" and "invalid" court finding categories in the preliminary 
report amongst valid court finding categories in these final tables. 
In addition, when source questionnaires were used to make corrections 


to records during this cycle it was found that some records were 


erroneously generated because of reporting of data capture errors. 
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These records were deleted. Conversely, it was found that some 
records had to be added, usually because of a reporting error that 


went undetected at the data capture stage. 


Each offence record produced by this system contains information on the 
age and sex of the individual, the type of offence, the number of 
counts against the offence, the type of court the offence was tried in, 
the location of the court, the date of last court appearance, the plea, 
the outcome of the preliminary inquiry, the type of trial, the result 


of proceedings and sentence. 


The second data processing system is less sophisticated and used 
exclusively to process the data received on the Statistics Canada 
summary conviction form. One record is generated for each line on 

the form which represents one offence category. Information on the 
record identifies the reporting month, the court location and the 
number of convictions or discharges for that offence category together 
with the sentence types for the convictions. The processing consists 
of an edit program to detect addition errors in the reporting matrix 
and an imputation program to assign or over write totals that are 


blank or incorrect, within preset tolerances. 


The summary conviction data for the Yukon and Northwest Territories 


were not included in the preliminary release. 
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LIMITATIONS 


The section on coverage pointed out that these tables provide a non- 
systematic and likely non-representative sample of the data Statistics 
Canada should be receiving from the courts of the various provinces and 
territories. It is therefore unadvisable to speak in terms of 
provincial trends or to draw inter-provincial comparisons. One cannot 
assume that the patterns found in the tables are generalizeable for 

the province as a whole, as not all courts have reported and of 
reporting courts, some seem'to have sent fewer forms than the number 


of cases adjudicated during the year. 


Inter-provincial comparisons are also hindered by the varying detail 
of information available from each of the provinces/territories. 
Detailed information on offenders, the offences they have been charged 
with and the court proceedings is reported for all indictable offences 
and drug offences for these four provinces and territories. The same 
detail is also available for the Federal Statute summary conviction 
offences from British Columbia and Quebec. Only aggregated conviction 
data are available however, for the summary conviction offences from 
the territories. Consequently figures for the two provinces should not 


be compared with figures for the two territories. 


A historical comparison would also be inappropriate, for Quebec and 
British Columbia, not only because of incomplete reporting, but also 
because they have changed over the years from reporting aggregated 


information on summary conviction offences to detailed offender 
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information. 


The unit of count (offences) places some restriction on analysis. 

Since the report focuses on individual offences as opposed to incidents 
(some of which entail more than one offence), readers will only have a 
limited perspective of the relationship between offence, result of 
court proceedings and sentence. Looking at just one offence does not 
allow the user to gauge the cumulative effect of several charges on the 


decisions regarding court proceedings and sentence. 


In addition to the impact that several charges arising from one 

incident may have on sentencing, it must also be remembered that infor- 
mation contained in pre-sentence reports (i.e. previous criminal history) 
may effect the nature and gravity of the sentence rendered. This 


information is not currently collected by Statistics Canada. 


While it is recognized that there are limitations associated with this 
unit of count, the Adult Court Statistics Program has not been able to 
pursue a feasibility study of alternatives because of limited resources. 


The majority of these resources have in recent months been directed 


towards obtaining complete reporting of data.

INTRODUCTION 


While three tables were included in the preliminary release, only 

two tables will be displayed here as only the most serious sentence has 
been retained on each record. The following tables have been included: 
Table 1. - Result of Proceedings by Offence Heard. 

Table 2. - Most Serious Sentence for Offence Convicted. 

The Yukon and Northwest Territories have two Table 2's due to their 
reporting practices. One table will display indictable offences and 
summary drug offences and the other will display only summary offences. 
Users may request further tabulations on the following variables: age, 
sex, type of offence, number of counts against the offence, type of 
court offence tried in, court location, plea, outcome of preliminary 


inquiry, type of trial, result of proceedings and sentence. 


The format of this section has been shaped by the characteristics of 

the data. The text accompanying each table is divided by province and 
territory to remind the reader that the tables for each province and 
territory do not represent provincial/territorial trends and that ainibern= 


provincial comparisons cannon be made. 


TABLE 1. Result of Proceedings by Offence, 1978 


This set of tables displays the result of court proceedings for the 


offence eventually heard and disposed of by the court, by Province/ 
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Territory. The variable "disposition" (i.e. result of proceedings) 
has been divided into six categories for Table 1. This is a smaller 
number of categories than used in the 1978 preliminary table. 
Categories containing fewer than fifty offences were not displayed 


separately. The six categories are defined as follows: 


Convicted: includes guilty pleas at any point in the 
proceedings and guilty verdicts on 


original or reduced/included offences. 


Withdrawn: includes charges withdrawn by the Crown 


for want of prosecution. 


Stay of Proceedings: includes proceedings stayed at the request 
of the Attorney General or his counsel 


(Nolle prosequi - CCC 508). 


Acquitted: includes not guilty verdicts and charges 
dismissed on original or reduced/included 


offences. 


Discharged: includes original or reduced/included 
charges resulting in either a conditional 


or absolute discharge as per CCC 662.1. 
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Other: includes remand sine die, jurisdiction lost, 
mistrial, transfer to another province, par- 
don, previous conviction, jury disagreement, 
detention for lunacy, discharge at prelimina- 


ry and committed for trial. 


One category, "committed for trial" introduces some duplication to 
offence counts. "Committed for trial" is not a final disposition of an 
offence but is is a final disposition that a provincial court can give 

to certain offences. Consequently, the provincial court would send 

an administrative form on the offence with the disposition of "committed 
for; trial” to, Statistics Canada. If,san individual comes before 2 

judge in provincial court for a preliminary hearing and the judge commits 
the accused for trial in a higher court, and if the offence is disposed 
of within the same year in the higher court then the offence would be 
counted once under "committed for trial" and again under the final 


result of proceedings. 


Result of Proceedings tables may be broken down by court type. Then if 
the individual is committed for trial in provincial court and the 
associated offences are tried in the other court the offences are only 


shown once per table. 
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British Columbia 

In addition to sending reports on criminal code and federal statute of- 
fences to Statistics Canada, the courts of British Columbia send forms 
on provincial statute offences for which a legal information is laid. 
Not included are charges laid by Ticket Information. Comparing the 
totals of provincial statute offences with the totals for federal 
statute and Criminal Code offences, the percentage total of provincial 
statutes that end in conviction (782%) is greater than the percentage 
total of Criminal Code and federal statute offences that end in 


conviction (55%). 


Turning to criminal and federal statute offences, certain offences were 
handled more often than other offences in the courts which sent data. 
The Criminal Code offences of driving with greater than 80mg of alcohol 
in the bloodstream and impaired driving were by far the most prevalent 
charges. They comprised 15.1% and 12.1% respectively, of the total 
number of offences reported by the courts. Theft, driving while dis- 
qualified, Income Tax Act offences, possession of narcotics, break and 
enter, false pretenses and assaults were of a similar order of 
frequency of occurrence. Over 50% of the time these offences, with the 
exception of assaults and having possession of stolen goods, ended in 
convictions. The two exceptions received a larger proportion of 
withdrawn and acquitted dispositions: 13.9% of assaults and 18.22% of 
having possession of stolen goods resulted in charges being withdrawn 


and 14.5% of assaults and 9.0% of having possession of stolen goods 
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ended in acquittals. 


All of the offences mentioned above had stay of proceedings as the 
second most frequent disposition. Significantly, few driving offences 
(impaired driving, driving with more than 80 mgs of alcohol in the 
bloodstream, driving while disqualified, dangerous driving, and 


failure to take a breathalyzer test) received a discharge in lieu of 


conviction.

On the basis of forms sent to Statistics Canada from courts in Ouenee 
the driving offences of impaired driving (18.6%), driving with greater 


than 80 mgs of alcohol in the bloodstream (15.7%) and theft (10.9%) had 


the highest percentage of counts. Break and Enter (5.8%), having posses- 


Sion of stolen goods (3.9%), assaults (3782), fraud (752) and incone 


Tax Act offences (3.1%) were the other offences reported frequently. 


Of the offences mentioned above, Income Tax Act (92.82%), having greater 
than 80 mgs of alcohol in the bloodstream (89.8%), fraud (89.5%), break 
and enter (89.5Z) and theft (85.82%) have extremely high conviction 
rates. Assaults (62.2%) ended in convictions over 50% of the time but 
there was also a notable number of charges withdrawn (14.6%), acquittals 
(12.6%) and discharges (5.0%) for this offence. Impaired driving had a 
higher percentage of charges withdrawn as opposed to charges resulting 
in conviction (60.6% vs 26.1%). Having possession of stolen goods ended 


in just as many convictions as withdrawns. 


Very few of the frequent offences resulted in a discharge: assaults 
(5.0%) and theft (3.9%) were the only offence categories with over 


200 offences ending in a discharge.

On the basis of forms for indictable and drug-related offences 

received from courts in the Yukon, break and enter was by far the most 
frequent offence to come through the courts (40.1%). Possession of 
narcotics (15.3%), theft (7.1%), having possession of stolen goods 
(5.7%), forgery and offences resembling forgery (3.9%) and trafficking 
narcotics (3.82%) were reported in this order of frequency. All of the 
above (except for trafficking narcotics) had extremely high conviction 
rates: possession of narcotics (88.42%), break and enter (83.42), 

forgery and offences resembling forgery (81.8%), theft (81.7%) and having 
possession of stolen goods (77.1%). The relatively low percentage for 
narcotic trafficking is due to the more frequent use of withdrawns (28.12%), 


stay of proceedings (12.5%) and acquittals (9.42).

The most prevalent offence on the forms sent to Statistics Canada from 
courts in the Northwest Territories was break and enter (30.2%). Possession 
of narcotics (19.6%), having possession of stolen goods G@ir.9Z), thete 

(8.82), forgery and offences resembling forgery (5.3%) and trafficking 
narcotics (4.32) were reported in this order of frequency. Trafficking 

of narcotics (93.8%), possession of narcotics (78.6%) and break and enter 
(72.2%) had extremely high rates of conviction. Having in possession (63.6%), 
forgery and offences resembling forgery (61.5%) and theft (44.62%) have high 
rates of conviction but they are offset slightly by the use of other court 
findings. Having possession of stolen goods ended in withdrawns 18.22 of 

the time, acquittals 8.0% of the time, discharges 5.7% of the time and 

stay of proceedings 3.4% of the time. Forgery offences received withdrawns 
33.3% of the time and acquittals and discharges 2.6% of the time. Theft 
ended in a wide variety of court proceedings as evidenced by the large 
percentage of cases (36.9%) under the "other" category. Only possession 


of narcotics had a relatively large number of discharges (14.52).

In 1978, 57.2% of all charges reported resulted in convictions (see 


Table 1). Table 2 looks at the kinds of sentences these convictions 


receive. 


Table 2 indicates that drinking and/or driving offences such as 
driving with more than 80 mgs. alcohol in the bloodstream, impaired 
driving, failure to take a breathalyzer, dangerous driving and driving 


while disqualified accounted for 35.5% of all convictions. 


In total, a higher percentage of fine (57.4%) and probation (23.87) 
sentences were rendered than terms of imprisonment (18.42). For 
certain offences, fines constitute a relatively high percentage of 
the sentences administered: impaired driving (59.42), driving with 
greater than 80 mgs. of alcohol in the bloodstream (64.92), driving 
while disqualified (70.5%), possession of narcotics (79.3%) and the 
Income Tax Act (99.3%). Other offences resulting in conviction had 

a wider range of sentences as the following percentage for probation, 
fine and imprisonment indicate: assaults (40.27, BY <7%, S64). there 
(42.2%, 30.9%, 21.9%), having possession of stolen goods, (35.42, 
19.2%, 33.4%). Theft (26.4%), break and enter (56.4%), having possession 
of stolen goods (44.6%) and false pretences (43.1%) convictions had 


relatively high percentages of imprisonment. 
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Quebec 


The data submitted by Quebec courts indicates that 71.8% of all charges 


reported resulted in conviction (see Table 1). 


Table 2 displays the sentences which followed these convictions. Of the 
convictions displayed, the driving offences of driving with greater than 
80 mgs of alcohol in the bloodstream, impaired driving, dangerous driving 
and failure to take a breathalyzer accounted for 32.7% of thetoetal, In 
total, a higher percentage of fine (61.42%) and terms of imprisonment 
(23.6%) sentences were rendered than terms of probation (14.8%). For 
certain offences, fines constitute a relatively high percentage of 
sentences: dangerous driving (89.3%), impaired driving (88.7%), failure 
to take a breathalyzer (91.7%), driving with greater than 80 mgs of 
alcohol in the bloodstream (92.3%) and Income Tax Act (99.6%). Other 
offences resulting in conviction possessed a more even distribution of 
sentences as the following percentages for probation, fine and imprison- 
ment indicate: assaults (32.62, 50.6%, 15.52%) and theft (25.72; 48.42, 
21.6%). Break and enter (66.4%), and fraud (54.6%) have relatively high 


percentages of convictions receiving terms of imprisonment. 
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Yukon 


Courts in the Yukon sent legal information forms for both indictable 
and summary offences. Indictable offences and summary offences for 
NCA and FDA were manually transcribed on Statistics Canada Form 1 and 
summary conviction offences onto Statistics Canada Form 2. Table 2A 
displays all federal statute indictable offence convictions and all 
summary offence convictions under the Narcotic Control Act and the 
Food and Drug Act. Table 2B displays all other summary offence con- 


victions. 


The data submitted by Yukon courts for all Federal Statute offences 
and for those drug offences under the Food and Drug and Narcotic 
Control Acts indicate that 78.9% of all charges reported resulted in 


convictions (see Table 1). 


Table 2A displays the sentences imposed as a result of these convictions. 
Of the convictions displayed in Table 2A, break and enter offences com- 
prised the largest proportion of convictions (42.4%). Of the sentences 
rendered, terms of imprisonment (54.5%) were more frequently used than 


either probation (27.1%) or fines €L6.34). 


For certain offences, imprisonment constituted a relatively high per- 
centage of the sentences imposed: escapes and rescues (73.7%), break 
and enter (65.2%), and theft (65.3%). Forgery and offences resembling 


forgery (66.7%) had a high percentage of convictions on probation. A high 
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percentage of convictions for possession of narcotics (87.7%) resulted 


in fines. 


The less frequent use of fine and probation sentences may be explained 


by the fact that the tables display only indictable offences which usually 


receive more severe penalties.

It indicates that the driving offences of driving with greater 
than 80 mgs of alcohol in the bloodstream, impaired driving and Highway 


Traffic Act offences comprised 29.2% of total convictions. 


Certain offences possessed a high percentage of fines: Income Tax 
(100.02), Highway Traffic (98.92%), Liquor Control (80.9%), driving with 
greater than 80 mgs. of alcohol in the bloodstream (79.0%), and impaired 
driving (70.4%). Certain other offences experienced a more even 
distribution of sentence types as the respective percentages for fine, 
probation and institution illustrate: assaults (385325 20°07.4.40202);, 
theft (49.4%, 18.1%, 31.3%) and breach of probation order (28.4%, 13.82, 


56.92).

Courts in the Northwest Territories report only indictable offences and 
summary offences under NCA and FDA on Statistics Canada Form 1 and 

summary conviction offences on Statistics Canada Form 2. Table 2A displays 
counts of all indictable offences and summary offences under the 


Narcotic Control Act and the Food and Drug Act while Table 2B displays all 


other summary offences. 


The data submitted by courts in the Northwest Territories indicates that 
68.3% of all indictable and drug related charges reported, resulted in 


conviction (see Table 1). 


Table 2A displays the sentences imposed as a result of these convictions 
by offence type. In total, the indictable and drug-related convictions 
experienced a much higher percentage of terms of imprisonment (52.1%) than 


fines (34.3%) or terms of probation (13.1%). 


Of total convictions, break and enter, having possession of stolen goods, 
possession of narcotics, trafficking narcotics, theft, and forgery and 
offences resembling forgery accounted for 82.2%. Some of these 
convictions possessed relatively high percentages for incarceration: 
forgery and offences ressembling forgery (91.7%), theft (75.82)% break 
and enter (72.0%) and having possession of stolen goods (57.22). 
Possession of narcotics (92.1%) and trafficking narcotic 73.37) 


convictions were given a high percentage Of fines.
